How tbe CIilTalry Make War—Tile At- 
tempt to get Fo»es»toii of Fort 
Flckena t>y Bribery. 


A. correspondent of the Washington Sun- 


day Chronicle, writing onboard theSabine, 
off Pensaoola, under date of April 20, gives 
details of the recent unsuccessful 'attempt 
on the part of the rebels to get possession 
of Fort PicUena by bribery. 
Lieut. Slem- 


mer, having had his suspicions aro.uged by 
the frequent passage of letters and papers 
between the Fort and Warrington, gave or- 
ders that air such communications must be 
stopped. The very next day a roll of papers 
wag sent over from Warrington to a sergeant, 
which Lieut. Slemmer opened and examin- 
ed. He was rewarded for his trouble by 
finding a note inclosed, making vague offers 
to the man if he would betray his trust. A 
watch was set over the sergeant, an the next 
day another package came over, addressed 
to the same man, and having, this note in- 
closed: 
" Whafca jackass you are. I again renew 


my o8er of a position, .with a lieutenant's 
commission, and all your pay two-fold that 
is due yon from the federaf government.— 
Also to Flynri. If you will help us along 
to save bloodshed, I can offer any private in 
the company $500, and any non-commis- 
sioned officer $1,000, together with a guar- 
antee of future promotion as high 'or higher 
as he now stands.- Every man who will 
take.upon .themselves to give ,us the fort 
without'bloodshed,-and save the lives o 
yonr garri3ori,-will be well paid^—all back 
pay—$500 for the privates, -$1,000 for non 
commissioned officers, and a commission it 
the confederate army. This I offer by au 
thority. I would not "offer it otherwise.— 
You, as a friend, T believe1 will trust me 
We MJJST and WILL have the fort, but 'tis 
not worth one drop-of blood ; but if.it cos 
5,000 lives, we must, and -will have it. Fil 
it full of federal troops .if you will, yet wi 
must and will have it. Don't be a.dam'c 
fool. When and where can I see you ? '. 
will go over to night, and will: take a cock- 
tail if you say so. Answer first opportuni 
ty.

The same day (April 10) Lieut. Slemmer 


received private information that the troops 
on the opposite side were making prcpara- 
ions. providing boats, &c., and'iritended to 
come that night or .the/next. He immedi- 
ately addressed a note to Capt. Adams, com 
manding the squadron, informing him of the 
7act, and requesting -reinforcements. 
A 


storm prevented the Wyandotte from going 
out the harbor that night, :but Lieutenanl 
Slemmer kept his men in position during 
.he night, and had the sergeant strictly 
watched.

Just at this critical moment Capt. Adams 


received information from Washington to 
reinforce the fort, and immediately cornpliec 
with Lieut. Sleramers requisition, and on 
the morning of April-11 the latter sent the 
ordinance sergeant referred to on board the 
Sabine deeming it unsafe to keep him at 
Pickens even.it' a good man, subject to the

On the morning of the 19th of April, 


jrivate of Slemmer'a company made the 
bllowing statement: 
" I was on picket guard last night. Dnr- 


ng the night I saw a small boat approach 
;he beach. I stepped back to see what it 
was about, when, a man came before me. 
jrought my musket to a charge, and order- 
ed him to halt.

The probability is that the 


Jpcrnal was right. The secessionists of the 
lower Mississippi cannot live"without.pro- 
visions from the north, and. the threatened 
embargo'brings gaunt famine before their 
eyes, accompanied with slave insurrections;

is a " military necessity." 


It is uncertain what forces can be brought 


to bear upon this point, but doubtless the 
southern leaders have sense enough to know 
that a small number of men will effect noth- 
ing. The check which secession has met 
in St. Louis will have an important bearing 
upon, the movement against Cairo. With 
Missouri against the Union, and aiding the 
forces from the lower Mississippi, a large 
and and well appointed army would be im- 
mediately necessary to save Cairo, but with 
the check they have received in St. Louis,

The most practicable point for an 
attack upon the camp at Cairo has been 
from the opposite side of the river in Mis- 
souri. It is called Bird's Point, and batte- 
ries could be advanced there to the water's 
edge, and the federal camp on the other 
side shelled.

It is gener- 
ally conceded that provisions will be made 
for raising and putting into the field more 
troops—from six to ten regiments in the 
whole?—and providing for the payment of 
their expdnses until received into the U. S. 
army." The sum of money necessary for 
this purpose may be a million of dollars.— 
The '.legislature will probably authorise a 
loan for something like this amount, inclu- 
ding,tlie $200,000 already provided for.— 
The expenditure of this money, and the en- 
listment ofij'rbm five to ten thoasand men, 
and keeping them in camp for an indefinite 
period at the expense of the State, requires 
system and economy, or it will end in noth- 
ing beneficial. 
We think a State Military 


Board, with the Governor for president, 
would be a good institution. 
This Board 


ought to' combine the best military and bu- 
siness talent in the State, for war must be 
carried on upon practical business princi- 
ples, as '.welT as upon military ideas. Let 
the" Governor and treasurer borrow the 
money, :and let the Board expend it, deter- 
mine the details of the military organiza- 
tion, and perfect a system under which con- 
tracts shall be made. In making this sug- 
gestion, onr object is simply t» relieve the 
Governor, somewhat, of the onerous and 
perplexing duties which he has discharged 
so well thus far, but, which, if extended, as 
seems necessary, will be greater than one 
man can accomplish satisfactorily to him- 
self. Perhaps the action of the recent ses- 
sion of the Michigan legislature may be 
some guide in the matter, and we append a 
synopsis of it from the Detroit Free Press : 


The first bill provides for the governor 


mustering into service from the volunteer 
militia of the State, or from such as may 
"hereafter volunteer, not to exceed 100 com- 
panies, or ten regiments. Tho adjutant 
general and quarter master general shall 
receive such additional compensation for 
their services as the state military board 
may fix, subject to the approval of the com- 
msnder-in-ehief. The governor is author- 
ized to appoint a paymaster while the troops 
are in set-vice. Payments shall bs made to 


the.troops monthly. The auditor general 
shall draw, his warrant each month for the 
amount, due; Bach regiment shall have a 
chaplain, with the. rank of captain. Re- 
cruiting offices for the state shall be estab- 
lished -when necessary. 
The Governor 


shall appoint a military contract board, to 
be composed of three officers,, who shall 
make, all contracts for the equipment, cloth- 
ing, rations and other supplies of the troops. 


The second bill authorizes the Governor 


and state treasurer to negotiate a loan in. 
such sums as may be necessary, not to ex- 
ceed a million of dollars, redeemable at any 
time at or.befbre twenty-five years.from the 
first of January last, bearing seven per cent 
interest, payable semi-annually. The pro- 
ceeds of the bonds shall be called the war 
fund, and shall "be treated as all the other 
state funds. 
The bonds shall be issued in 


sumfi of not less than fifty dollars. 
The 


principal and interest on all bonds less than 
five hundred dollars shall be payable in De- 
troit ; all above that sum in New York.— 
Warrants 'may be issued by the auditor gen- 
eral for advances made by John Owen as 
trustee for expenditures already made for 
war purposes ; also, ibr such expenditures 
as may have been made for necessary ex- 
penses in organizing Bind subsisting compa- 
nies since the 16th of April. All claims 
must be presented within three months, or 
they will be considered as donated to the 
stats, and will not thereafter be paid. - To 
pay these bonds, a tax of one-sixteenth of a 
mill shall be levied in addition to all other 
taxes, commencing with the yenr 1861, the 
proceeds to constitute a sinking fund. The 
money in the treasury for the payment of 
the bonds shall'each year'be used by the 
treasurer to pay the bonds under five, hun- 
dred dollars until they are exhausted, when 
bonds of, more than five, hundred dollars 
shall be taken up. The board of state au 
ditors,shall allow interest at seven per cent, 
on the receipts- of money advanced to the 
state since'the middle of April for war pur- 
poses.

-, The third bill provides for a tax, in addu 


tion to all other taxes, for 1861 and 1862, 
of seventy thousand-dollars each year, to 
pay the interest on the war loan. 


A bill has been introduced and will pass, 


to authorize the counties of the state to raise 
whatever amount they please, either by loan 
or tax, for the support of the families of 
volunteers. .

These are all the bills" that' will be acted 


upon bearing any reference to war matters. 
It is understood that.but.six of the.ten reg- 
iments provided for' will be mustered into 
service at present.

Saxon of the regular ser- 
vice, many of the mob cheering him on, 
drawing revolveru and firing at troops.— 
The man. who commenced the attack then 
laid a pistol across his arm, and was taking 
deliberate aim at Saxon, when he vras thrust 
through with a bayonet, fired upon at the 
same time and instantly killed. The col- 
umn then moved on, and the rear company 
being assaulted by the crowd and several 
of them shot, halted and fired, cr-using the 
deaths already reported. 


The order was then given by Capt. Lyon 


to cease firing, which was promptly obeyed. 


The principal arms taken from Camp 


Jackson were 4 large howitzers, 2 ten inch 
mortars and a large number of 10 inch 
shells ready charged. Some 5,000 U. S. 
muskets, supposed to be a portion of those 
taken from the Baton Rouge Arsenal. 


Thousands of people left the city yester- 


day afternoon in consequence of reports 
of insubordination among the Germnn 
troops, and their threats to burn and sack 
the city, but the appearance of Gen. Har- 
ney's proclamation restored confidence, and 
many of those who left will probably return 
to-day.

The St. Louis Democrat of the llth, after 
iving an account of the surrenderorCamp 
ackson, thus describes the tragedy that 
illowed : 
So far, the events of yesterday were fell- 


itous, and auspicious only of the ultimate 
iturn of peace and prosperity. 
As such, 


ley occasioned a thrill of inexpressible de- 
ght in many a true heart.

urrender was a relief, and the evident loy- 
Hy of many of the captured troops guaran- 
y of the safety of the State. Would to 
leaven that we could here be permitted to 
lose this statement I But disaster—moura- 
.1, umitterable,.drea<3ful and heart-rending 
woful and awful tragedy, .has made yes- 
erday.bitterly memorable. The iury of a 
'isunion mob led to a reckless and destruc- 
ive attack upon the United States troops, 
fhose response laid'some twenty of our fe!- 
ow citizens cold iu death. Our heart chills, 
ind.. expression fails as we recall the sor- 
owful scene, the crushing and piercing 
.ght of death, presented last evening; at 
'amp Jackson. 
Never has our profession 


called us to so painful a task—but the heavy 
,ale must be told. 


Company H.,Capt. Blandowsky, of the 


id regiment, was assigned the responsible 
duty of guarding the western1 gateway lead- 
nto the camp. The surrendered troops-, 
jassed out and were standing passively be- 
ween the enclosed lines on the road, when 


L fiery crowd of disunionists began hostile 
demonstrations against Company H. De- 
rision, insults the worst that tongue could 
Tame, iterated and reiterated, with whatev- 
er aggravation the most malignant vindic- 
tiveness could devise, were thrust upon the 
troops, who bore it as duty required, with 
uncomplaining forbearance. The mob grew 
larger and fiercer, and began hurling rocks, 
Driekbats and other missiles at the soldiers. 
This style of treatment was taken as pa- 
tiently as possible, the victims having no 
mode of defense .but the-dread and awful 
one of bullets—only to be used in a dire 
extremity. But the rocks fell heavier and 
hicker, smashing muskets, breaking limbs 
and variously and dangerously wounding .a 
number of the troops. 
• 
• 


The assailants began to discharge pistols, 


daring the soldiers to fire, and themselves 
jlazing away in defiance. The companies 
in the vicinity had been brought into firing 
order, but the attacking madmen persisted. 
Finally a soldier of corps H. was shot dead, 
others were wounded, and the captain re- 
ceived a ball in the leg. He was hesitating 
at the word fire, hoping against hope that 
the command might be dispensed with, but 
on seeing his men fall, and finding himself 
going down, he gave the.order—and it was 
obeyed. The volley was discharged level 
into the crowd, and persons fell in every di- 
rection. The multitude fell back with a 
desperate rush, by which many were trod- 
den down and much injured. When the 
field was cleared, some twenty dead and dy- 
ing were stretched out upon the grass in 
the road. About fifteen died almost imme- 
diately, and several others scarcely survived 
an hour. 


A dragoon's horse was shot dead. 
Several men of Gen. Sigel's regiment 


were dangerously wounded, and two fatally.1 
One died immediately. 


In the camp prior to its surrender, there 


was an immense amount of cheering, said 
to have been derisive of the assailing party, 
and in honor of Jeff. Davis. 


Cheers for Jeff. Davis were not uncom- 


mon among the outsiders, some of whom 
were then arrested for a defiant interference 
with the soldiery. 


On one occasion an attempt was made to 


rescue the person thus arrested. The com- 
pany at hand fired upon the assaulters, cre- 
ating an immense stampede of spectators, 
carriages ancl wagons. A carriage was up- 
set and several persons hurt amid the rush. 
We were told that a lady was dangerously 
hurt by a fall from a carriage on the occa- 
sion. 


In this instance the soldiers who fired, 


some six in number, were severely reprov- 
ed, and were degraded from the rank. We 
learn that .Cominandent Lyon has taken 
steps for a thorough investigation of the fa- 
tal firing by certain of the troops. If it 
shall prove unwarranted, it will meet severe 
reprobation and punishment.

A WILD CAT REGIMENT. —One of the 


most notable instances of persevering patri- 
otism and determination which has occur- 
red since the President's proclamation, is 
that of the mustering of the "Wild Cats " 
of this State by Col. Thomas L. Kane, who 
has taken up his residence in the county of 
McKean, in the very heart of what is term- 
ed the "Wild Cat District." 
On receiving 


the proclamation he started out on horse- 
back to arouse the hardy sons of the forest 
in the counties of McKean, Elk, Cameron 
and Potter. He traveled over five hundred 
miles on his horse, enlisted three hundred 
and seven men, and entered'Harriaburg 
with them in thirteen days from the time 
he started out! The men were brought 
from the backwoods. The three hundred 
and seven men averaged eighty miles travel 
on foot to reach Cinnemahoning river. At 
different points on this stream they took 
rafts and floated down to Rattlesnake, on 
the Snnbnry and Erie Railroad, in Clinton 
county, where they could find ready convey- 
ance to " civilization." 


Over one half of these three'hundred and 


seven men are "crack" shooters, who have 
taken premiums at all the "shooting match- 
es" in the Wild-cat district, and all were se- 
lected for being " good shots." They .are 
armed with their own rifles, and are deter- 
mined to retain them while hunting South- 
ern game. They are professional hunters, 
raftsmen, surveyors, land-hunters, and lum- 
bermen, who are already used to camp life 
and long tramps, 


When at Sunbury they received a de- 


spatch from Gov. Curtin that not more than 
140 would be wanted. They unanimously 
resolved that they would come to Harris- 
burg, and if not accepted they would at 
once go to Washington aud go througJi Bal- 
timore. They came to this city bearing a 
huge pair of buck horns in front, and each 
one having the tail of a deer ornamenting 
his soft felt hat. They have been mustered 
in and form a regiment with the companies 
from Tioga, who have the same character- 
istics. These men are in earnest, ancl when 
they draw the trigger of their rifles, they do 
not intend to waste powder. Col. Kane 
was last evening elected Colonel of this 
" Wild cat Regiment." 
His reputation for 


hard service is well known, and his loyalty 
is unflinching.

Another Dreadful,Sllooting Altray. 


Wholly to,the -recklessness and folly of 


some six or eight young men, whose con- 
duct we personally observed, must be attrib- 
uted the dreadful slaughter which occurred 
Saturday evening at Fifth and Walnut 
streets. 


We were passing up on the west side of 


Fifth street, at Elm, -whenourattentionwas. 
arrested- by seeing persons on Fourth street 
gazing up the,street, and others on Walnut 
street looking -towards Fourth.. We were 
about crossing to Fourth when the cry of 
" Here they come," from persons on Wal- 
nut street, led us to move toward Walnut. 
The advance of. a body of U. S. Reserve 
Guards soon appeared, -marching up Wal- 
nut from Fourth.- At the same time a small 
crowd rushed ahead of the troops, and ran 
upon the stone porch of the Presbyterian 
church at the northwest corner of Fifth and 
Walnut streets. As the head of the column 
approached, passing not far from.the pave- 
ment on the church side, and going towards 
Sixth street," these young men on. the church 
porch gathered upon its southern extremity, 
overlooking tho troops, and began to do the 
utmost, of which they were capable in the 
way of, insulting, goading, harrowing, and 
heaping disgraceful reproaches upou the 
troops. 
Others rapidly joined these young 


men, and aided them in yelling, frightfully 
cursing, hooting, screeching, groaning, sha- 
king fists,' and uttering the most infamous 
and obscene, language of contempt, ininsnl 
to the troops. 
Company after company o! 


the latter passed quietly-along, almost im 
mediately beneath the derisive throng, some 
of whom tried hard to spit into the. faces o 
the soldiers, and others .of whom threw 
small missiles at them, while the most con 
tinued, with increasing zeal, the almos 
deafening yells of blasphemous execration 
and foulest contumely. The column march 
ed in fours, acd proved a regiment from th 
ninth and tenth Wards, who were returning 
from the arsenal, where they had just beet 
sworn into the service of the American 
government, and had' been provided with 
muskets as United States Reserve Guards 
They bore the obloquy and insult piled upon 
them with calmness aud forbearance.— 
Meantime, where were the police, that, so 
outrageous and imminently perilous a seen 
of dastardly disturbance was permitted t 
proceed unchecked, and to be consummated 
by acts of assassination 1 We looked and 
waited anxiously for the police, who might 
readily have arrested the few leaders in this 
monstrous outrage, and thus have prevented 
much trouble. 


When the rear of the troops approached, 


to receive their worse portion of abuse, it 
was evident that the malignants on the 
porch could venture upon still harsher out- 
rages. Scarce had the rear passed out of 
Fifth street, when a portion of the mob 
rushed down the steps and hutled rocks in- 
to the retiring column, while two shots were 
discharged into the troops—one from the 
porch and one from Fifth street. The rear 
file of the troops at once turned and fired 
into their assailants, who fled and scatter- 
ed, some.of them still firing back. Soon 
there was a pause in the firing of the troops, 
and spectators gained courage to look up 
the street. But others fired again upon 
the soldiers from whom a volley was then 
returned. The firing continued at inter- 
vals, persons newly arrived drew aud fired 
after the troops, whose volleys answered 
sharply, creating intense excitement and a 
grand rush to the vicinity. 


Subsequently, we learned that at the time 


of the firing was resumed near the head of 
the line on Eighth street, and continued at 
various points in the vicinity, the troops 
unfortunately falling into disorder and firing 
from the alleys. 


Seven men, four of them belonging to 


the company thus atrociously insulted and 
murderously fired upon, were killed. It 
avails little to say that they were slain in 
the confusion by the Minie •balls of their 
own comrades. 
. 


A revolver was discharged upon the 


troops from an upper window on the south 
side of Walnut, between Fifth and Sixth 
streets. 
A horse was also killed by a rifle 


ball. The walls of the church and of hous- 
es in the vicinity, were frequently struck 
by bullets, showing that the volleys were, 
to at least a considerable extent, directed 
upwards. Were it not that this was the 
fact, the list of the slain must have been 
much larger. 
.

The bodies of the dead were picked up 


aud removed, and the' inquest was yester- 
day held at the shop.of Mr. J. A. Smithers, 
undertaker, on Chesnut near Fifth street, 
who generously proffered a room for the 
purpose. '

tance of two miles and- a half—one mile 
and a half above, and one mile below the 
fortification—and be able to-ri;ldle anything 
in the shape of a river craft that sits upon 
the surface of the water within that dis- 
tance.
